In- 
evitably Goldman finds complete objectivity impos- 
sible; and despite careful regard for facts his own 
liberal sympathies are occasionally evident, particularly 
some the controversies that still defy unanimity: 
the firing MacArthur and McCarthyism examples. 
similar instance his cautious charge that Catholic 
spokesmen have sometimes emotionally identified non- 
Communist liberal agitations with Communism. 


The epilogue finds these broad consequences the 
decade: (1) The social revolution here stay. (2) 
middle course foreign affairs established. (3) 
The Republican Party has been brought into line with 
social regeneration. (4) The threat Communism 
has accelerated negro equality and will continue 
force further levelling wealth and society. 
one has agree with Goldman any all his 
interpretations find this wholly absorbing book. 
Readers who are too strongly pro-Truman, pro-Taft, 
pro-McCarthy, pro-Eisenhower will occasionally 
squirm, but ultimately they will feel well rewarded for 
their money and time. The book merits 
tion general public with mature interests.

Here straight forward account life aboard 
British wind-jammer the early years this century 
when the age sailing vessels was coming close.

Yet they did 
only virtue short-handed crews and intense 
striving for speed and economy. these factors 
which lend flavor heroism, adventure and nostalgia 
that make this outstanding sea story. 

Captain Jones started his career 1905 officer 
sail the age sixteen, starting from London aboard 
the British Isles, one the largest and fastest sailing 
craft ever built. His first voyage was stinger. The 
ship, loaded with three thousand tons coal destined 
for Brazil, ran into storms off Cape Horn, and spent 
seventy days trying get around the Horn, losing sev- 
eral her crew the mountainous seas. The descrip- 
tions here are superb, reminiscent Conrad, lacking, 
true, his literary touch, but with the added spice 
plain truth. The calm recital daily risk life, 
poor food, long hours, and doubled work truly stag- 
gering and tribute human courage, stamina, and 
loyalty. 

Following this first tremendous voyage, Captain Jones 
tells the next ten years spent this ship, ending 
his story 1914, when left the British Isles, never 
see her again. had achieved the position First 
Mate. These years were filled with colorful adventure, 
highly individualistic characters, picturesque old sea 
ports, battles with the sea and other sailors, tragedy, 
triumph, and delightfully humorous anecdotes. 
minor way, his book contribution history since 
gives good general view the techniques and busi- 
ness the sailing industry whole. 

The book thoroughly worth reading, particularly ex- 
cellent for vacationers, who may thoughtfully con- 
templating the rolling breakers the ocean from some 
safe spot. the readers this machine age, will 
revelation read the superb feats transpor- 
tation that were accomplished the power wind, 
wave, and human skill alone.
